There is a small reptile out west 
known as the fence lizard, which 
catches and eats a great many grass- 
hoppcra The species Is very common 
In the infested regiona 

Skunks aro most active enemies of 
tho Insect and have l>een known to as- 
cend trees for the purpose of catching 
them, for obvious reasons it will hard- 
particular mammals, but uo such ob- 
jections would apply to toads, which 
aro apt to swarm wherever the "hop- 
pers" are, gobbling tho latter greedily. 

Many planters In California employ 
flocks of turkeys for tho purpose of 
frci-ing their orchards and vineyards of 
grasshoppers. One turkey will destroy 
an almost incredible number iu a single 
day. Incidentally tho birds aro fat- 
tened at tho cheapest possible rata. 
They are so fond of such food that 
sometimes they devour too many and 
die of indigestion. 

Common barnyard fowls uro likewise 
very efficient destroyers of grasshop- 
pera In one case referred to by a spe- 
cial agent of the department of agricul- 
ture, an almond orchard containing 
thrco hundred and sixty acres was at- 
tacked by migrating swarms last year. 
The house and barn were situated In 
the middle of the orchard, and the 
chickens browsed around them over an 
area of six or eight acres, which, by 
August, looked like a green oasis in 
tho desert, the trees everywhere else 
having la-en stripped of their leaves 
by tho voracious Insect*

Ilirzel, stated that, the object of the 
call was to contribute a sufficient quan- 
tity of lemons to the cholera patients 
so that they can partake of the lemon 
Juice, which has been recommended by 
lending physicians. 

On motion of Anthony Zucca, the 
dealers and the importers decided to 
contribute 100 boxes of the finest Mes- 
sina lemons, which were sent to quaran- 
tine Friday morning. Chevalier Louis 
Contleta, the president, read a commu- 
nication from Dr. Christmus of the 
Pasteur college. Dr Christmas says: 
"To render in time of cholera the use 
of unboiled drinking water harmless 
lemon juice la recommended. Acids are 
detrimental to cholera bacillus." 

Dr. Christmas found thnt nine grains 
of acid of lemon used in water of the 
Paris aqueducts rendered within a 
quarter of an hour all the cholera bacil- 
lus harmless Nine grains of said acid 

all the bacillus of typhus. Two grains 
of add of lemon added to a quart of 
water is sutlicicnt to make drinking wa- 
ter totally harmless.
